Yes. The monument was approved by the Monroe County Surveyor Review Board on 8/09/2011. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. 

This corner was not set by the original government surveyor. An undated sketch on file in the Monroe County 
Surveyor’s Office indicates that an iron pin was set at this corner. We focused our search area for the iron pin 
approximately 10 feet east of the Harrison Monument based on distances to other monuments depicted on the sketch, 
but we found no trace of it. The Harrison Monument was set in on June 28, 2011 by Matthew Badger of Bernardin 
Lochmueller & Associates at the proportionate distance west of the northeast corner of Section 6 as shown on his 
Boundary Retracement survey of the Cornwell site recorded as Instrument Number 2011008104. The monument was 
subsequently accepted by Perry Jones and the Monroe County Surveyor in 2011. We accepted the Harrison Monument 
as the corner by common report. 


UNCERTAINTIES IN THE CORNER LOCATION DUE TO: 


e Variances in the Monumentation: Without a chain of records to prove the perpetuation of the original wood post, its 
location relative to the current monument is unknown. Therefore, the uncertainty cannot be determined. 

e Discrepancies in the Documents: 9.7 feet 

e Inconsistencies in the lines of Occupation: None noted. 

e = Theoretical Uncertainty (Random Errors in Measurement): The Relative Positional Accuracy of this survey is within the 
specifications for an Indiana Rural Survey (0.26 feet plus 200 ppm) as defined in IAC 865.
